CABLE NEWS. 



Sir ABhmeadBartlett Declares 8torles 
of Turkish Atrocities to 
Be Exaggerated. 



Chinese Loan Actively Competed Fer 
—New Zealand's Relations 
With Canada. 



London, May 15. — A very animated 
though thinly attended mooting of the cen- 
tral asaoolation of Mohammedans of London 
was held to-night to protest against tho 
agitation which is so vigorously pushed on 
regarding the Armenion atrocities. Sir 
Ellis Ashmoad-Burtlott, ths well known 
Conservative member for Sheffield, was on 
the platform. Hia sympathies with Turkey 
had already been mado known in an open 
letter addressed to Mr. Gladstone, in 
which ho protested against Mr. Glad- 
stone's condemning tho Sultan and 
Turkish army unheard. He also ex. 
pressed his doubt that deliberate atroci- 
ties had been committed by tho troops, and 
asserted thero was no evidenoo that tho 
Sultan waa roBponsible. The Armenian 
agitation was declared at to-night'a meeting 
to b\ an attack on Mahommedaniam. Mr. 
Gladatono and the Duko of Argyle wero 
bitterly attaokod for their attnekn upon tho 
Turkish govornmont. A disturbance oc- 
curred at thiB point, and Sir Ellis Birtlott 
oalled for order repeatedly. He then de- 
scended into the hall and personally ejooted 
the disturbers. 

Mr. Wm. O'Brien, M.P. for Cork olty 
and formerly editor of United Ireland, was 
sorvod to d-iy with a notloe in bankruptoy 
for the amount of the judgtr.ont, £407, re- 
cently awarded Mr. Patrick Chance, an 
Iriah lawyer, who had acted as counsel for 
Mr. O'Brien for some eight or nine years and 
who brought tho action for slander for Mr, 
O'Brion against Lord Salisbury, whioh re- 
sulted in a verdiot in favor of the ex-pro- 
mier. Mr. O'Brien will rosign hia seat in 
parliament immediately after the adjudica- 
tion on bankruptoy oocura. 

The Poat', commenting upon, the New- 
foundland question, Buys : " Notwithstand- 
ing the speeohes at Ottawa, union between 
Newfoundland and Canada does not appear 
to progress. In order to eocuro confedera- 
tion, what the colonists have to do is to 
meat their liabilities. Overtures to Canada 
have failed. Great Britain has declined 
rightly to pay the debts of a self-governing 
colony. If, therefore, Speaker Emerson 
fails to raise funds from private sources, the 
only alternative is for Newfoundland to 
accept the position of a orown colony." 

The financial article in the Standard to- 
day Bays that tho Chinese loan la being 
ooropetod for by various nations. The Ger- 
man houses, whioh have the loan in hand, 
are straining to the utmost to get it baoked 
by the Emperor. 

The Osecrvatoro Romano publlehcs a let- 
ter In whioh it la aeaerted the Pone ii again 
enjoining tho ' Catholics in Italy 
from taking part in politioal elec- 
tions. The Pope says that while 
the participation of Catholics in the tdminia- 
trative elections in Italy is praiseworthy 
and moreover to be commended, it is to be 
avoided in the oaso of politioal elections for 
weighty reasons. The conditions Imposed 
In Italy upon the sovereign pontiff are such 
as to provenb him from assuming again that 
entire liberty and independence becoming 
his apoatolio ministry. 

At a meeting of the representatives of tho 
American oopper producers to day, it waa 
decided to restrict shipments to 4,000 tons 
for a year. Tho European producers agroo 
to roduco tho output 7 per. cent. 

Official aaaurancea havo been givon tho U, 
S. authorities that the commander of tho 
Spanish gunboat whioh fired upon tho 
Alliance has not been promoted as stated. 
Ho has been disembarked as a moans of dis- 
approving hia aot. 

Hon. J. C. Ward, treasurer and post- 
maator-goneral of New Zealand, will shortly 
leave for Canada regarding the proposed 
trans-PaoiGo cable and also on steamship 
mattors. Ho will also continue tho negotia- 
tions for a commercial agreement botwoon 
Canada and Now Zsaland. Mr. Ward ia 
commissioner of elootrio telegraphs and 
trade and customs, and minister of marine 
and of industries and commerce, and his 
stay in London has been to correct certain 
orronoous impressions regarding tho finan- 
cial resources of the colony. 

Tho Times publishes a dispatch from Ber- 
lin which Bays that it is somi officially 
announcod that tho roichstag will closo on 
May 23, tho idea of adjourning to the au- 
tumn boing givon up. Tho correspondent 
nbrorvoB that tho aspocb of tho roiohstag 
during the last fow days has shown plainly 
that it would bo impossible for tho govorn- 
mont to koop a quorum. 

A despatch to the Daily Nowa from Ber- 
lin says that a eerious landslido occurred on 
Friday night in tho Baltic canal and aa a 
oonsrquonce tho depth of water is roduood 
to 1G feet. It will not bo poaBiblo to oloar 
tho ohannol to over 20 foot boforo the fotea 
planned in connection with tho opening of 
tho canal on June 20. 

Tho Vionna uorrcBpondont of tho Stan- 
dord telegraphs that a rumor is curront that 
Count Kalnoky, prime minister of Hungary, 
has again rcstgnod. Prioes on tho bourao 
roao on tho rumor. The itatomont is deniod. 

BEHRING SEA ARRANGEMENTS. 

U. H. Revenue Cutter Grant Ordered to the 
North With Orders for Patrol 
Fleet. 

Port Townsend, May 15.— Unexpected 
orders came from Washington to-night for 
tho rovonuo outtorl_Grant to immediately 
preparo for sou. Some days ago the do- 
partmont ordered tho cutter laid up for 
thirty days to ofleot noooBBary ropaira. To 
day, when the work was fairly commoncod, 
orders came to suspend operations and pre 
pare for a orniao to the North PaoiGo ooean 
This movomont is thought to havo boon 
actuated by tho rofuaal of the British auth- 
orities to ronow the Bohring soa regulations, 
and tho desire of tho United Statoa govern- 
ment to communicate with its cutters now 
patroling the sea. Undor tho present com- 
plicated arrangements, should our cutters 
seize British sealers upon the high seas for 
violation of the sealing regulations, sorioua 
complications might arteo botwoon tho two 
governments.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, May 15. — G. L. AndrewB, a 
material witness in the Pomelreau murder 
case, was before tho Magistrate this morn- 
ing. The Magistrate formally dismissed 
him on the charge of robbery, and wound up 
with the remark, " You can go away now, 
Andrews." Andrews looked pleased, and 
collecting his belongings started for his 
FbIbo Creek shook. He had nob, however, 
gono a dozen Btops from the police court 
when looking over his shoulder bo saw pro- 
vincial policeman Lister, whose hand was 
on his shoulder tho next moment, arresting 
him on tho charge of murdering hia Bhaok 
companion, LouiB Pomelread. Ho was 
handouffed and taken to Westminster and 
will bo given a preliminary hearing to- 
morrow morning. 

For several days juvenile offenders of 
from seven to soventeen years of age have 
been before the police magistrate for thiev- 
ing and breaking windows. 

J. Farrell, pasaonger agent of the C.P.R., 
who has juBb returned from Uella Coola, 
says that tho membors of the colony— men, 
women and children— have boon offered 
work in tho canneries and bavo accepted it 
with great satisfaction. Thirty mora Nor 
wegian immigrants from Minnesota will bo 
brought to Bolla Coola by Mr. Farrell on 
June 15. 

M. W. Bro. R. B. MoMioking, of Vlotoria, 
and several Grand Lodge officors A.F. & 
A.M., visited the local lodges to-night. 

R. C. Campbell-JohnBtono has roturnod 
from a trip to the old oountry. He belleveB 
that considerable English capital will come 
into the country as Boon as the present 
mines begin to pay dividends. British Col- 
umbia is being much talked about in Scot- 
land and England, said Mr. Campbell, and 
is at present receiving tho most attention 
next to South Africa. 

WESTMINSTER. 

!Nbw Westminster, May 15. — The 
Federal government has granted §5,000 for 
the proposed Industrial sohool and $400 for 
the Lytton hospital. 

The Bishop of Vermont, who in 1883 held 
-a mission among the men aloDg the conttmo< 
tion of the C. P. R., has Bent $10 for the 
memorial tablet of tho late Bishop Sillitoe, 

The only information received in regard 
to the appointment of a bishop for West- 
minster Is by lettor from Archbishop Mo- 
Crae, of Rupartsland. The Arohbishop 
■ays that according to the Diocesan Canon 
bearing upon this matter the bishops of 
Caledonia and Columbia have nominated 
three other bishopa to aob with them in the 
eleotlon of the new bishop, bub no further 
<word has been received. 

Dr. Hugh M. Cooper, a prominent and 
-universally popular oltizen of Westminster, 
is dead. He delivered an address of wol- 
oome to fifty Knights of Pytbias visitors 
from Vancouver last nighb. He was, as 
usual, brillianb in conversation and quite 
well. He left the lodge ab midnight, took 
supper at tho Colonial hotel and went to hia 
office to shut up for the night, where he was 
found dead this morning. He had evidently 
been in the aob of looking the back door 
when he suddenly Buooumbed to the fatal 
attack, but not before ho had composed him- 
self for death and folded his arms over hia 
breast. The ooroner'o jury returned a var- 
diot of " death by natural oauaes." The 
lamented man was a member of tho I.O.O.F., 
K. of P., L.O.A. and A.O.F. 

The Chief JuBtlce in addressing the grand 
jury to-day, spoko again of the oordial 
greeting he had rooolved, and said in answer 
to tho hope that he would reside on the 
Mainland, that ho would follow the custom 
in England. His Lordship spoke of the 
brighb prospect of tho oountry, and expres- 
sed the belief thab British Columbia was on 
the eve of good times, pointing out several 
indications of prosperity in the near future. 
Only one unimportant oaso was taken up 
to- day. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, May 15. — Many people engaged 
in farming complain that fruit trees whioh 
abound with inBeots aro permitted to bo im- 
ported into this province J. Price, who 
resides on tho fivo acre block, was persuad- 
ed to purohaso an Australian apple troo, and 
knowing the government inspeotor of fruib 
pests is located iu Victoria, concluded the 
trees had passed inspection. He now finds 
that a new species of posts swarms on tho 
troea and is at a loss to know what can be 
dono. 

COmCHAN LAKE. 

CowiOHAN Lake, May 14.— The fishing 
season haa opened up in earnest ; fish have 
not been ao plontiful for years and vory fine 
baskets of twenty to thirty pounds por rod 
are being taken every ovonlng at thohoad of 
the river. The Btago from Dunoan's is run- 
ning regularly on MondayB, Wednesdays and 
Fridays, and tho fare haa been reduced from 
$5 to £1 50 return.

A PROMISING SECTION. 

To the Editor :— Few people are possibly 
aware o! the valuable and extensive seatlon 
of oountry ab the head of Bate Inlet whioh 
awaits the advent of settlers and offers them 
a magnificent opportunity for establishing 
themsolvea upon the land, whioh Is alder 
bottom. The stoamer Comox ab present 
supplioa monthly communication with Van- 
couver, Binglo fares belDg §5 and freights §5 
por ton. Praotiaally spouklog all tupplies 
can be purohasod us cheaply on tho spot bb 
at either Victoria or Vauoouver. A num- 
ber of us have erected a permanent landing 
stage to wbioh the steamer ties with Bafety, 
and Captain Moody says it is the best of 
the kind on tho ooaBb. 

Wo have already applied for a post offioe 
wbioh wo expect to have opened before long 
and are also trying to obtain a local school. 
Among tho principal requirements, however, 
are roads to connect tho ranchers on the 
Souihgate r.v^r, in ihe Pigoon valley, with 
the salt water— a distance of eight miles. 
This would bo vory easily oonstruatcd, ono 
bridge only being noeded, and would run 
dirootly through four or fivo miles of syndi- 
cate land. Meantime we are making this 
road at our own expenso in hope that the 
government will help to improve it, 
and in the expectation that tho Byndicate 
will also assist, as the communication thus 
afforded will help to materially increase the 
value of the property, whioh is in every way 
most eligible. Indeed, 1 believe if it were 
pub up in ten, twenty, forty, sixty or a hun- 
dred acre plats it could ba readily disposed of. 
In this event wo might expeob a large num- 
ber of settlers to came in, whoBe numbers 
would bo materially augmented wero tho 
government to try to dovolop tho reserve at 
the mouth of the Homalka river, which con- 
tains about 4,000 acres. 

People who have Been the land In tho Ho- 
malko and Pigoon river country are very muoh 
ploased with it ; but they do not like the 
idea of having to make tho roads ab their 
own expense. Those who have tostod the 
fertility of the soil would nob exohango their 
property for any in the province, thoir opin- 
ion being that lb oannot bo excelled. 

About the second week in April throe 
men arrived at my plaoe at tho head of Bute 
Inlet, having come through from tho Chil- 
cotin oountry on foot. They hold tho same 
opinion as I do regarding tho Homalka river 
valley being eplondidly adapted for either a 
wagon road or railway, having a natural 
easy grade from the head of Bute Inlet to 
the Chilcotin. The timber along the route 
is comparatively light, and on the other Bide 
cf tho mountain range thab divides the Bute 
Inlet district from the Chilootin there is a 
good deal of well sheltered prairie country 
with a good rioh soil for either farming or 
dairying purposes. 

Provision has been mado in the provincial 
estimates for the survey and construction of 
a wagon road from tho Bute Inlet settlement 
to Chilootin. Last Christmas tho settlerB 
were assured thab an onglneer would be Benb 
to survey the road and start the work at 
once, but as yet no signs of him have been 
seen. The construction of the road would 
be a comparatively easy matter, for there 
aro something over thirty miles of the old 
Waddlngton road yet remaining, though 
partly overgrown and choked with trees 
and brush. "The old Waddlngton road " 
n.ay buuuu afcrange to most people, tho ma- 
jority of whom have an Idea thab Bute In- 
let is one cf the newest and most recent 
settlements near Vancouver. In point of 
faot, it is merely an old one — as old almost 
as the province itself — taken up again. 
Twenty-eight years ago one Waddlngton — 
Governor Waddlngton, as he was oalled in 
those parts then — came to tho head of Bute 
Inlet with a little party, and recognizing tho 
adaptability of the place as a farming aentre 
and Its accessibility for commercial purposes, 
founded a settlement there. 

In view of the well known riohnoss of tho 
Chilcotin oountry beyond, a wagon road was 
commenced and earried on for a trifle more 
than thirty miles in a northwesterly direc- 
tion, over the most favorable route possible. 
Then Waddlngton left for England to obtain 
more men, money and toola for the prosecu- 
tion of the enterpriae. During his absence 
the Indians, disputing tho right of the white 
men to enter the Chilootin, fell upon the 
whites In force, and a general maBsaore en- 
sued. On thia aoconnb the settlement was 
deserted, and the weeds and brush overgrew 
and ohoked the work of these pioneers. The 
Waddlngton road was forgotten, even tha 
attempt to found a aettlement, until Janu- 
ary 1893 when three of us charterod a steam- 
er from Vancouver, and coming along found 
the road, over stump and morass, through 
brush and forost, over hill and through rook, 
whioh the Waddlngton party had blasted 
out. It Is now almost obliterated by a semi 
tropical vegetation. Ab tho northwestern 
extremity cf tho road, and by ita Bide, aro 
still the decaying log shacks onus Inhabited 
by Waddlngton'a settlerB, and here and 
there we have found a few tools and a black 
smlth'a anvil or two, in their disuse and de 
cty speaking mutely of tho bravo attempt to 
found a homo, an abiding plaoe for future 
generations, iif what was then a wilderness 
of Ihe wildernassoB. 

Tho Bute Inlet settlors, myself among the 
number, aro rather aacguino that the British 
PaciSo railway will oomo in that direction, 
and anticipate that its coming will ceo tho 
foundation of a rising young city in that 
locality. Ib is reported on the authority of 
a well-known looal engineer thab survey 
parties will oommonoo work at Bute Inlet 
during the approaching Bummer, and that 
the construction of tho road is likely to fol- 
low closo upon tho heels of the aurvoy. 

Wo find tho climate vory agroeablo ; thero 
is no more rain than Is roally noedod ; tho 
soil is a sandy loam and can be worked ab 
all times of tho yoar. Ib is quite different 
from some land on Vanoouvor Island and 
other parts of the province, and the vege 
tables It produoea aro roaliy beautiful. Tho 
aoonery la picturesque and exceedingly 
grand. Game ia plentiful, and there is good 
troub fishing and a onug harbor. Any 
further particulars oan be obtained by 
addressing M. J. Blanciifield.

METHODIST CONFERENCE. 



Last SeBBion of the Annual Meeting 
Held Yesterday — Centennial 
Ciinrch Trouble Settled. 



Final D: aft of the Stations Presented 
and Adopted— Committees 
Appointed. 

At yesterday morning's sitting of the 
Methodlsb conference the Sabbath Obaerv 
ance oommittee presented their report, 
whioh among other things stated : 

41 We are continually reminded of the 
great disrespect in which the Sabbath is 
held in this province by people, fishing, 
hunting and boating by excuraions, bicycle 
practice and ball games, not forgetting pro- 
miscnona buggy and aleigh driving in quest 
of pleasure on God'd Holy day." 

The report oommends the Vancouver and 
Westminster oity councils for paiBing strin- 
gent Sunday closing luwa, bub disapproves 
of the treatment accorded Mr. Kennedy's 
Sabbath observance bill in the legislature. 
Disapproval ia alao expressed at ohuroh. 
goera using ntreet oara on Sunday, and a 
oommittee c-impoBed of Rev. C. Watson, 
Rev. J. F. BsttB, Messrs. D. Spencer and 
D. Donaldson, waB recommended for the 
purpose of oj-opurating with other ohurohea 
in securing Sundcy obaervanco legislation. 

Then the mission committee's report pre- 
sented on Tutnlny waa taken up, and it was 
deoidad Instead of establishing & homo at 
Bella Uoola to appoint a committee com- 
posed of Rev. MoaarB. Crosby, Raley, R 
Jennings and Hovls, with Dr. Bolton, to 
ascertain the bunt site for an industrial In- 
stitute betwoen the Skeena and Rivera 
Inlet, and to proas upon the Dominion gov 
ernment and the Women's Mission Society 
that aasiBtanoe be granted suoh institute. 

Resolutions of thanks were passed to the 
paator, congregation and choir of the Metro 
politan ohuroh, aleo the press, and a letter 
of thanks was directed to be sent to Mr. A 
J. Masiey, of Toronto, for his generous 
offer of assistance to the Columbian college. 

A report in the form of a communication 
was read from Mr. Takomoto, the Japanese 
missionary at Vancouver, allowing that two 
Japanese missionaries woro now ab Union 
and two in Victoria, and that they were 
mooting with good success, 

The ohuroh property committee brought 
in their report, whioh was listened to with 
considerable interest. It recommended 
that the Westminster Central ohuroh b, 
empowered to sell the Sapporton property, 
provided the Sapporton ohuroh could not 
pay up its inaurarco and interest. In re- 
gard to the Centennial church, Viotoria, the 
report read 

" Whereas ib is admitted by all parties 
that the financial olaima on the church can 
be fully met by all uniting in a spirit of love 
and harmony, it is advised that the trustees 
and quarterly official board unite the cburoh 
funds in soon a manner as to make the in- 
terest on the mortgage and the insuranoe 
the firBt charge on the united ohuroh funds 

Rev. Joseph Hall objected that Bioh a 
combination of the funds was nob allowed 
by the disoipline. 

The president was of opinion that the 
diaoipline would allow the ohuroh income to 
be managed in common, provided the quart- 
erly offioial board first arrange for the pay- 
menb of their obligations. 

ProfeBaor Odium explained that the 
reason of the recommendation waa that both 
parties had agreed that the funds if united 
would meet all tho obligations. 

Mr. W. T. Cooksley did not think the 
precedent would be a good one. The minis- 
ter's salary must bo the first obarge. 
The debate on the church property com

mittee'a report was resumed after lunoh by 
Rev. Joseph Hall, who argued, as in the 
forenoon, that the quarterly offioial board of 
the Centennial church could not, on account 
of the obligations to provide for their own 
responsibilities, take upon them as a first 
charge payments to be made out of the 
trustee funds. 

After some discussion on the restrictions 
imposed by the church disoipline. Prof. 
Odium for the oommittee offered as a way 
out of the difficulty to amend the report by 
striking out the part objected to and mak- 
ing ib read to the effeot that the board and 
trustees might unite the church funds in 
suoh a manner in harmony with the disoip. 
line aa to meet all claims made upon the 
truatees in relation to Insurance and in- 
terest 

This waa adoptod by the conference. 

Rev. Joseph Hall, on a question of prlvl. 
lege, said there wore In the letter from the 
truatees to the conference certain asperalons 
on hia oharaotor whioh he wished 
to refute. ' He only reverted to 
thia subjeob because he had reason 
to know that an influence was being uaed to 
spread a feeling prejudicial to his minis 
terlal oharacter. Tneso reports had gono 
abroad nob only to Winnipeg but even to 
the Atlantlo coaat, and the parties to thus 
scandalize his reputation had gloried in ib. 
Ho appealed to the conference to allow him 
to defend his oharaoter. 

Rev. T. W. Hall, though nob unwilling 
to allow Rev. Joaoph Hall to bo hoard, had 
fears that ib would lead to other members in 
the conference offering objections. 

Mr. Morris thought that the matter should 
go back to tho oommittoo for a deliverance 
on the allegations in tho lottor. 

Rev. Mr. Ltduor, a member of tho com- 
mittee, aaid he would bo unwilling to Bit 
again. Tho committee had by their report 
tried to mako peace, and ho would like tho 
trouble to drop and die. (Cries of amen ) 
It was better to got Satan and sin out of the 
hearts of people than keep up trouble. 

Prof. Odium doprooutod any attempt to 
continuo the caeo ; tho commit too had 
brought in their report aa thoy did for tho 
express purpose of roBtorlng harmony. Ho 
would movo that Ib was not wlae to reopen 
the Bubjoob and that tho aonferonoo ahould 
kindly refuao to hoar Rev. Mr. Hall, 

The Proaident aaked, " Will tho confer- 
ence hear Rev. Joaoph Hall on his question 
of privilege t" 

At this orios of "no" and "yaB" were 
raised. Thoroupon Rev. Mr. Hall ex. 
claimed warmly : " I'll toll you what I'll 
do if you refuao to hoar me. I will seek 
rodreBB elsewhere. I havo been malignod, 
traduced, oalumniated and abused, and I 
will have juBtlco if tho oonferenoe will not 
hear me." 

He then asked to be allowod to read a 
few sentences, bub was interrupted by cries 
of " no," while othor mombora shouted 
" yes." 

Mr. John Jesuop— " Ib would only lead to 
crimination and recrimination all round to 
open the subjeob.' 

Mr. Morris started to dofond Mr. Hall's 
right to speak, bub waa called bo order, and 
by a voto the oonforonoo deolded nob to hoar 
Rev. Mr. Hall. 

After adopting the mission committee re- 
port tho conference adjourned till 7:30 in 
the evening. 

The evening Bosslon concluded the labo.-s 
of the conference. Tho statistics committee 
reported 39 ministers and 15 probationers in 
the oonferenoe, and a total membership of 



4,581, an increase of 135. Tho chair 
men and secretaries of districts were 
appointed as follows : Victoria dis- 
trict, president of oonference, Chair- 
man ; Rev. R. R. Maitland, seoretary ;

A ROYAL COMMISSION. 

Tho Report of tho Royal Commission on 
opium will, no doubt, surprise many who 
read ib and shook nearly as many others, 
The conviotion among English speaking 
paopie on both sides of the Atlantio is that 
the habitual use of opium is ruinous both to 
body and mind. Ib is believed that there is 
no auoh thing as moderation in the use of 
the drug, Ninety-nine perBonB out of a 
hundred will tell ue thab the man or woman 
who once bogina to take opium in any form 
habitually, soon becomea a slave to ib, and 
in a very short time It makes a complete 
wreck of him or her. Those who talk in 
this way believe thab thoy are saying what 
is unquestionably true, and would regard 
the person who doubted their statements as 
to the effecb that " opium eating " has on 
tho constitution aa exceedingly ignorant or 
hopeleaaly depraved. 

The Britiah Commisaion, after long and 
searching inquiry in the country where the 
poppy Ib grown as a crop, and where opium 
is ueod habitually by all claseoB of tho popu 
lation, have nob arrived ab theao oonoluaions. 
Ib consisted of nine gentlemen, eight of 
whom signed the reporb and ono diesonted 
from its main conoluaionB. " The inquiry 
has beon conduotod," the London Times 
siya, " on a great scale, and has resulted in 
the aoaumalation cf a maaa of evidence full 
of atrange and instructive information as to 
the habits, manners and domestio lives of 
many milliona of men belonging to different 
racoa, bolieving in different creeds, and ap 
pertaining to all ranks in the societies in 
which they live." Over 720 witneaaea wore 
examined by the Commissioners, and of 
theao 152 were called at the desire of the 
Anti-Opium Sooioty. 

Ib will naturally be supposed that in auch 
an inquiry great weight would be attaohed 
to tho evidence of medioal men. They have 
a bettor knowledge of the nature of the 
drug than laymon, and thoy have had more 
and better opportunities of obsorviDg the 
effect that the habitual and tho occasional 
use of it has on tbo constitution. The evi- 
dence of tho doctors in the aorvioe of the 
Government, the reporb aaya, waa " praoti- 
oally unanimouB ; it waa corroborated by 
other medioal men in private practice and 
by Borne of tho medical miBalonariea." 
** Tho modical witneaaea," the report aaya, 
" who advooitod prohibition, were few, and 
all of them wore equally, if nob moro, op- 
posod to the use of alcqhol than to that of 
opium." 

Opium is moro gonorally uaed in India 
than ia supposed by most pooplo. It ia, in 
fact, tho favorite mediaino of tho people of 
all claaeos. If unyono is ailing — man, 
woman or child— opium is tho firat romody 
thought of, and the firat and perhaps the 
only one administered. Ib ia, tho roporb 
says, " ths universal household romody," 
" the common domestic medicine of the 
people." And in India, adds tho Timee, 
the people still, almoab evorywhoro, roly ex- 
olualvoly upon domoatio troatmenb for their 
allmonts. 

But opium ia used in India us a stimulant 
aa well as a medicine. Tho two uses of tho 
drug aro so intermixed, say tho Commis- 
sioners, that " it is impossible to draw tho 
lino between them." It la taken aa whieky 
and wino aro among ouraolvoa by peraonB 
paot middle age aa " a prop to a falling 
house." Well, ib may bo asked, is lb a 
prop? Tho uBorB of ib boiiovo thab i 
Thoy may, like thoso who take a little 
whiaky and water to give them heart, de- 
coive themaolves. "Opium oators," wo 
road, " of 15 and 20 years' standing ap. 
poared beforo the Commisaion. Thoy be- 
lieved that tho habib had done thorn good. 
Their appoaracca and vigor satisfied the 
Commissioners thab ab all ovonts it had 
dono thorn no porcoptlblo harm." Opium in 
that country is takon In all physical omor. 
genoles. It is so ueod by eoldiors, by la- 
borers on the f roads, by oarool-drlvors, to 
uounteraob the effoob of oxtromo hoat and 



by thoBe whose duty requires them to face 
the extreme -cold of tho mountain heights, 
Among those who gave evidence before the 
Commissioners was Sir William Roberts, 
"Opium," he observes, " does nob appear 
to beget any specific disease. Opium eaters 
bear surgical operations as well aa non-con- 
aumers, and the manager and actuary of a 
large inaurance company atated that uftor 
20 yeara' experience hia oompary had 
ohargod no extra premium on tho Uvea of 
moderate opium eaters. It will be seen 
from this thab the idoas entortained in the 
West aa to tho effect of opium on the ays 
toms of those who use ib habitually ia nob 
borno oub by the evldenaa taken by the 
Cummisaion. The toatimony of tho medical 
witneaaea, according to tho Report, ia to the 
effecb " that tho tomperato use of opium in 
India 3hould be viewed in the aamo light aa 
the temperate use of aloohol In England. 
Opium is harmful, harmlosa or even beneficial 
according to tho meaBure and the discretion 
In whioh lb is used." Tho Royal Commis- 
sioners on opium have come to pretty 
much the same conclusion with regard to its 
prohibition aa the Canadian Commissioners 
have with rospoot to the prohibition of the 
manufacture and salo of spirituous liquors in 
this country. They regard It as Impraotio- 
able and impolitic. The truth is, saya tho 
TimeB, that tho prohibition of opium would 
involvo a legislative revolution to whioh tho 
foolinga and habits of tho Indian populu 
tione, from tho ohiofa to the peasants, are 
utterly opposed. " We cannot, as the Re 
port pregnantly observes, deal experiment 
ally with 290 millions of people In a matter 
involving Interference with the Innermost 
concerns of personal life, without a oloar 
pronouncement of native opinion in favor of 
auoh a Btep," 

Thero are aome good people who denounce 
tho Commlaaionera very bltierly for having 
drawn up tho reporb. Thoy deolaro that it 
will be produotivo of any amount of mischief. 
This ia, ib aeema to ue, childish. The Com 
misaloners wore instructed to find out the 
truth about the use of opium. They exam 
ined witnesses of all kinds and clasaea, hold 
ing different opinions, and they found oub 
what they believe to bo the truth about thab 
drug. Were they not right in publishing 
the conclusions at whioh they had arrived ? 
The world oan bear to hear the truth aboub 
opium as well as abonb other things. 



TOO IMPULSIVE. 



The way in whioh the poople of New- 
foundland have been acting of late should 
cause thinking Canadians to congratulate 
themaolves that they aro not likely to be 
their fellow citizens. They have blindly re 
jeoted confederation beforo they knew what 
the terms of union were to be. The 
majority of them, without waiting for ox 
planationB, gavo Premier Whlteway to un 
dorstand thab they would nob accept con 
federation on any termn. 

When some idiot raised a report that the 
Bank of Montreal had burst tho mass of the 
people were so ignorant of Canada and its 
affairs that almost every one of them who 
had a Montreal Bank or Dominion note, 
rushed to the bank to get cash for it. Ib is 
easy to see that a people so ignorant of and 
so prejudiced against Canada, would be moat 
troublesome if they wero Inside of tbo 
confederation instead of outside of it. They 
would be continually _ making demands 
whioh the Government oould not grant 
and would consider themselves ill-used and 
unjuatly treated whon they did not get 
what they wanted. Newfoundland would, 
if lb could be induced to join tho Confedera- 
tion now, be a thorn in tho Bide of the 
Dominion for many a long day — a hindranco 
to it rather than a help. 

Tho Newfoundlanders must know more 
about Canada than they do now, and feel 
more kindly disposed towards its inhabit- 
antB, before ib would be wise to allow them 
to join tho Dominion. 1 There ia a Confed. 
eration party in the country now. Let its 
members begin a oampalgn of eduoation. 
Lot them show the Newfoundlanders that 
they have muoh to gain and nothing 
to loan by entering tho Dominion. 
Lot the Confederates tako tho proper 
moans to convince tbo ialandora thab 
Canada ia a far better country than they 
have been taught to boiiovo it to be, and 
that Canadians aro as honest aa they aro, 
and a great deal moro reasonable. Judici- 
ous agitation will, in a short timo, show tho 
Newfoundlanders that their prejudice 
againBt Canada and Canadians is basoleaa 
and unworthy of a pooplo claiming to be in- 
telligent. It ia to bo hoped that tho con- 
foderatos of tho oo^ony will not attempt to 
forco a union withoub the full and free con- 
sent of tho people. Thoro aeoincd to bo a 
disposition to do thin a little whilo ago, and 
it ia fortunato that tho Bohome, if one had 
boon formed, oame to nothing. 



THE "GLOBES" IDEAL. 



The Toronto Globe is among those who 
boiiovo, or affect to boiiovo, thab thoro Is 
something wrong, something at variance 
with tho Constitution, in Lieut. -Governor 
Sohultz aBking Dr. Bourinob for hiu advico 
on the School question. It saya this among 
obhor thinga : 

Dr. Bourlnot appears to have given tho 
opinion to Lieut, -Governor Schultz for hlB 
private information, but the use whioh has 
been made of it is widely differont from thlB. 
Lieub.-Governor Sohultz wub not called upon 
to seek advloe from any quarter exoopb from 
his constitutional advisors, Mr. Groenway 
and hia colleagues. Tho letter speaks of his 
anxiety to havo tho question Bottled, but 
there waa no nood for anxiety on his part. 
All that he had to do was to carry oub the 
will of tho people of Manitoba as indioated 
to him In tho constitutional way. If tho 
Manitoba Government do wrong, if the 
Legislature do wrong, if tho people do 
wrong, they, and nob Lieub.-Governor 
Schultz, are responsible. 

The Governor of Manitoba is oxpeotod 
when a very important question is undor 
consideration by hia Government, to take no 
interest In it whatever, to have no Intelli- 
gent curioaity with regard to It, to bo a kind 



of intellectual sponge, passively to absorb 
the wisdom and tho information pourod upen 
him by his "constitutional advisers." It 
is nothing to him what Bourlnot 
or Todd or the rest of the authorities have 
to aay on the subjeot. Greenway, SIftrn 
and the rest are sufficient for him. Dr. 
Schultz haa no businosa to know anything 
that they do nob know, or to see farther and 
olearor than they see. Tho Toronto Globe's 
Ideal of a provincial Governor is a truly 
wonderful one. Ib seems to think thab a 
Governor who knowB moro than his advisers 
is a dangerous man. Ib might bo supposed 
that the moro a Governor knows about tho 
constitution of tho country tho better would 
ho understand his duties, and the moro care 
ful would ho bo not to step boyond them, 
No ono supposes that a Governor always 
agreea with his advisers, but every intelli 
gent man must see thab the Governor who 
does not do Ins beat to get a knowledge of 
the queBtionB that are before tho country, 
and of tho business which his government 
h ib to tranaaot, ia not fib for the position 
he ocoupios. Governor Sohultz ia a man of 
superior intelligence, and he knows his place 
exactly, There is therefore not the slight' 
est dapgor that ho will take upon hlmsolf 
any reaponsibility in this Bohool bualneBa 
which ho ia not rcquirod by tho oonstiiution 
to bear. But, although the people of Man! 
toba may bo quite certain of this, thoy may 
ab tho same timo respect him more for tak 
ing a lively interest in their affairs and aot 
ing like a man of thought and intelligence, 
than if ho were oontenb to act aa a governor 
after tho Globo'a pattern— a moro dummy. 

A LUOID EXPLANATION. 

Dr. Howard, an Amerioan savant, has 
beon lecturing on tbo bearing thab hypno 
tls.r. has on crimo. The following vigoroua 
and pertootly luoid paasago from his die 
course is most instructive and will give tho 
ro»dor an idea of the benefits whioh tho 
English spoaking communities of tho world 
aro likely to derive from his teachings: 

" Recent studies in psychology," the Doc- 
tor said, "seem to indicate that tha unity 
of the human consciousness ia not one of 
its functional attributes, Self Ib not f 
separate entity independent of the organ 
ism in which it dwells, and its entity ia 
really a product of ita structure. Ibis not 
only conaoIouBneas of self, but tho quality 
of the particular self, that depends on the 
relations— partly structural, partly rotation 
of adjustment — between the cell or other 
units whiah compose tho organism. Alter 
these relations, and you alter tho self. 
Theao altorationa are brought about by sug- 
geationa, and this produces tho phenomena 
seen in the various stagea of hypnotism." 

Dr. Howard dissented from tho general 
impression that hysterical peraons are those 
ohiefly amenable to hypnotiam.

We are together to talk of e 
fact, a fourteen-year old fact. Not very 
old, and yet a very substantial one. Ib has 
not beon in any sense the work of a man or 
any number of men, bub of God. This 
groat faot can be accounted for in the same 
way as any other faot. Take your own 
beautiful city : it did not come by chance. 
There were various advantages that drew 
men and held them hore. 

"So can this Christian Endeavor move- 
ment be accounted for. This faot extends 
all over tho world. I speak of this not to 
boast, but simply to show tho magnitude of 
this fact. Ab Boston in July wo shall 
have bhe largest religious gathering ever 
held in the world. Fifty thousand 
young people will be gathered together to 
show their love for this cause and their de 
votion to" JesuB ChriBt. For a little time at 
least the whole eity will be given over to 
them. The city gardeners have beon in- 
structed to havo the publio garden set out 
with plants in tho designs of the varioua 
Christian Endeavor emblems, and the mer- 
chants will decorato their stores with crim- 
son and gold — tho oonvontion oolors, 

" What will draw these yonng pooplo to 
gather '! Not tho excursion, nob the elo- 
quent addresses. What is ib then ? Why 
Bimply beoauBO ib is a religious gathering. 
You can say no more. All this seems to 
Indicate thot tho old Bible is not losing its 
power and that still tho cross of Christ is 
tho great magnet that oan draw men to- 
gether. 

" But thero is another faob to be account- 
ed for. You may think thiB niovomont is 
simply designed for K iglish speaking lands. 
Not so ; tho littlo plant that has grown and 
dono so well in Christian lands has also done 
particularly woll in tho lands aoross bho sea. 
In China, Japan, India und ovon in tho realm 
of the • unepoakablo Surk ' Christian En- 
deavor has made groat progress. 

"Anothor faot is tho groat intoresb that 
has been takon in tho cauBe of ' good citi- 
zenship ' and tho ' miBsionury movement.' " 

Tho Doctor then wnt on to show tho 
great reason tor those fkote, all of which ho 
summed up in tho sentonoo, " The move 
monb is purely and solely a roligious one." 

Tho activities of Dr. Clark havo beon so 
thoroughly one with tho Christian Endeavor 
cause that to write a skotch of his life is to 
write a history of tho movomenb, Kov. 
Franois E Clai'k ia of Now England parent- 
age, although born in Aylmer, Quebec. 
Tho dato of hia birth waa September 12, 
1851, so that ho is still in tho prlmo of his 
manhood. Hie father waa a oivil ongineer. 
In 1853, while engaged in ministering to 
emigrants Buiforing "from aholera, ho con- 
tructod the diaoaso, and spoodly succumbed 
to it. When Dr. Clark was soven years 
old, his mother also passed away, She was 
an earnest Christian workor, and a pionoor 
in roligious offorta. It waa from her that 
Dr. Clark largely inherited his Christian 
oharaater and litorary ability. 

Upon tho doabh of hiB mothor, the T-yecr- 
old boy wbb adopted by an undo. Rev. E. 
W. Clark, of Auburndale, MaBB, Here, and 
in Claromont, N.H., Dr. Clark Bpont his 
boyhood. Ho proparod for college at Mori- 
dlun, N H., and iu 1869 graduated from the 
Kimball Union Academy. From there ho 
went to Dartmouth, graduating in 1873. 
Three yoara woro spent in Andover Semin- 
ary, and tho young clergyman shortly after- 
ward took charge of hia Arab church, at 
Portland, Mo., the famous Willlston cb'-rch, 
in which Christian Eadoavor was born. 

Dr. Clark had boon pastor hero for yoara 
beforo ho ooncolved tho idea of the Chris- 
tian Endoavor Society. Tho young pooplo 
had boen largely carod for by a mission 
band, " The Mb.pah Clrole," conducted by 
Mrs. Clark, who has cvor boen a holpmeeb 
for Dr. Clark in all hiB Christian Eadoavor 
labors, A successful revival had brought 



Into the ahuroh an unusual numbor of young 
people, and the problem thab had so ofben 
faced pastors— namely, that of properly 
training these young converts— confronted 
Dr. Clark. 

The rosult was the Christian Endeavor 
Idea. The plan was formally preoontod to 
the young peoplo at the homo of Dr. Clark 
on February 2,1881. Ib was substantially 
us ib ia known to-day tho world around 
The constitution and pledge were signed by 
a number of the young people, and the first 
meeting was held a fow days after, with a 
leader who was bub seven years eld. The 
history of the movement since that timo iB 
known everywhere 

Ib was nob until 1887 that Dr. Clark eave 
up bis pastorato of Phillip's church, South 
Boston, — to whioh' he had some time before 
boen called, — to engago exclusively in the 
work of the Christian Endeavor movomenb. 
Slnoe then he haB devoted himaolf, heart 
and brain, to the extension of this provi- 
dontial society among the young peopio. 

A TOTAL WfiECK. 

The Unfortunate " Jlorjul " Abandoned and Ilor 
Captain and CrewKcturu to Victoria. 

Though expected to arrlvo by laab even 
ing'a steamer from tho Sound, Captain 
Honry Smith and the crew of the wreoked 
tug boat Mogul did not return to Victoria 
until late in the ovening, when tho Tacoma 
arrived with thorn and their belonginga. 
Advices to the managing owner yes- 
terday gave the unwolcomo news that 
efforts to release tho Injured orafb had boen 
abandoned, as sho was fast breaking up and 
oonld not now but prove a total loss. ThiB 
waB what had beon anticipated from the 
first by thoso familiar with tho ooasb ab tho 
point where Captain Smith ran his Injured 
vessel ashore, tho spot being exposed to tho 
full fury of the prevailing winds from the 
northeast, lb is nob thoughb thab tho col- 
lision with her tow was tho sole causo ol tho 
Mogul'a misfortuno, aa alio la reported to 
havo been leaking a littlo on leaving tho 
Eraser river. There Ib, aa has previously 
been stated, no insurance on the lost tug- 
boat, which had not yet paid her cost to tho 
owning company. A meeting of the lattor 
will be held very shortly to determino what 
is to be done under the exceptional circum- 
stances. The loss involved by the destruc- 
tion of the Mogul is not less than $20,000, 
the tug being seoond only to the Lome, of 
the Victoria fleet, She was built Id Taooma 
nine years ago, was of 123 tons grosB, and 
had very powerful maohinory for a vessel of 
her clats and Blze.

PROFITABLE SEA FARMS ALONG THE 
FLORIDA COAST. 



Interesting Tacts Not Generally Known 
Concerning an Artlclo of Utility— Assist- 
ance Rendered tlio Industry by the Gov- 

' ernmeut's Tlsh Commission. 

Ever siiico tlio sponge fisheriea of tlio 
Bahamas and tho gulf coast of Florida 
showed signs of becoming exhausted ef- 
forts havo been made to cultivate sponges 
on farms or artificial beds, and more re- 
cently scienco has tried to imitate tho 
genuine articlo by converting tho soft 
fiber of tlio cocoanut leaves and shells 
into sponges of commercial value. 
Bpongo farming is now a successful in- 
dustry, and hundreds of acres in tho gulf 
of Mexico along tho Florida coast aro 
planted with "sponge cuttings" and 
seeds. Tho work is not dissimilar in 
many respects to oyster culture. The 
young sponges are planted in water 
along tho coast varying from ono to fivo 
fathoms in depth. 

A few jFears ago the fish commis- 
sioners had their attention called to tho 
spongo fisheries off tiio Florida coast, 
and after finding that tho beds were be- 
ing rapidly tlopleted of tho best stock, 
an examination of tho fisheries waa niado 
to ascertain somo way of preserving 
them. Tho specimens of spongo taken to 
Washington in tlio autumn of tho year 
wore found to bo reproductive if tho 
proper conditions wore supplied. Tho 
sponges in tho autumn wero f ound to de- 
velop masses of protoplasm or spores, 
which in the spring of tho year wore lib- 
erated. Theso spores contained tho small 
reproductive particles from which tlio 
sponges developed. Somo of tho sponges 
experimented with did not reproduce 
their kind at all, and it was found that 
in order to cultivate tho sponges it was 
necessary to plant sponges that pro- 
duced certain cells that containod tho 
ova or egg and others that represented 
spermatozoa. 

A small spongo farrn was established 
at Washington, and then others along 
tho Florida coast as experiments. Theso 
proved successful, so that privato indi- 
viduals went into tho business. There 
are many acres of sponge farms near 
Key West, and others at Ancloto, Flo, , 
and near Tampa. Theso farms wero first 
supplied with their seeds from tlio fish 
commissioners, but now they aro ob- 
tained direct from the spongo fisheries] 
In tho autumn of tho year tho various 
kinds of sponges aro purchased by the 
spongo cnlturist, who generally takes an 
assortment that is suro to supply him 
with both the malo and female cells. 

The beds, or farms, aro usually locat- 
ed at somo well protected placo along 
the coast and fenced in with natural for- 
mations and artificial dams. Tho sponge 
seeds aro kept in small "pounds" 
through the winter, where tho masses of 
protoplasm develop and grow. Early in 
tho spring theso spores aro liberated in 
tho larger body of water, where they 
soon swim around. Tho eggs continue to 
grow rapidly, and in a short time attach 
themselves to tho rocks or coral forma- 
tion at tho bottom of the water. 

It is very difficult to get tho right 
location for an ideal sponge bed. An 
arm of tho sea whero tlio salt water 
flows in freoly that has a natural hard 
bottom is tho best. Rocks, stones and 
other substances can bo dropped at tho 
bottom for the sponges to fasten them- 
selves to. Tho lagoon is thou dammed 
up, so that when tho seed is put in fresh 
it cannot float out to sea again. Some 
simply throw their sponges in such a 
lagoon in tho fall of tho year and let tho 
protoplasm develop there. Undor proper 
cultivation the sponges thus raised aro 
superior to those found in the sea. Only 
tho best varieties aro propagated. Tho 
"sheepswool" is tho choicest, with a tex- 
ture fine, soft and strong. Theso sponges 
sell for from $ 1.50 to $3 a pound. Tho 
"yellow" spongo is next in quality, and 
its price is much less than tho "sheeps- 
wool " Tho "grass" spongo raised is 
very limited, for its valuo is too small 
to pay ono for the trouble. 

After tlio spongo farm is onco started 
there is little nioro to do with it except 
at harvesting timo. Tho sponges grow 
slowly and usually three years elapso be- 
foro any are pulled up. Then only tho 
choicest, full grown ones aro gathered. 
Tho others aro left to produce new seeds 
and to reach a larger size. Tho picking 
of sponges in a farm of this nature is 
much simpler than to raise them from 
the deep waters of tho gulf. Armed with 
a long leaded polo a boatman can easily 
haul up tho sponges that ho needs, and 
in tho eourso of a day ho could gather 
three times the quantity pulled up by 
tho reguhu- sponge fishermen off tho 
coast. The water is comparatively shal - 
low over tho artificial beds, and not dis- 
turbed by tides, floating debris or winds. 
It is also very clear and pollucid, so that 
one can soo tho bottom for a long dis- 
tance down. Occasionally ono finds a 
spongo farm whero deep sea sponges are 
cultivated, and it is necessary, then, to 
havo a diver to gather them. Hero again 
tho work is made easier. Tlio diver runs 
no risk from sharks, tides or other in- 
conveniences that daily beset those off 
the coast. 

The valuo of tho spongo farm increases 
every year despite tlio annual harvest 
that is token therefrom. Tho new 
sponges aro spreading until every square 
inch of the bottom and sides of tlio pond 
aro covered with young and old sponges. 
If no diseases or enemies get into tho 
bed, the sponges will then yield enor- 
mous crops year after year. Tho annual 
incomo from a good sized bed ranges 
from $1,000 to $10,000, according to its 
size, location and ago. — Philadelphia 
Times. 



THIS SEASON'S PARASOLS. 

Fussy anil Klubornte, but Not Always H» 
turesquo— The New Handles. 

Tho styles in parasolB this spring are 
qnito in koeping with tho styles in 
clothes — oxtromoly fussy, vory elabo- 
rate. Thoro is a wido rango to chooso 
from, for every color under tho sun is 
allowed and evory material aa well. 
Tho now parasols havo many littlo do- 
tails different from thoso of last year, 
but aro about tho same sizo and shape. 
Tho eccoutrio shapos aro novor consid- 
ered vory good form and aro only a fad 
which, as a rulo, most womon do not 
indulge in. Those of this year havo 
sometimes two materials — for instance, 
tho contor part will bo of silk or satin, 
then will come an insertion of folds of 
chiffon, then a baud of tho thick ma- 
terial and a rufflo of tho chiffon. It is 
olaimed that this fashion of having tho 
contor of tho thiok goods shados the 
eyes sufficiently, and thou that tho 
shadows cast by having altornato stripes 
of satin and chiffon niako thorn very be- 
coming to tho complexion. 

Black and white parasols aro exceed- 
ingly smart, not tho blook and whito 
material so much as tho friaok trimmed 
with whito. Tho black satin with broad 
designs of coarse whito laoo and doop 
rnftlos of tho same laco aro vory smart 
indeed. The advantage of this stylo of 
parasol is that it oan ho worn with a 
gown of any color and look woll, black 
and whito being permissible with every- 
thing. Tho rufllos of laco and chiffon 
add greatly to thoboautyof any parasol, 
but aro of course entiroly out of placo 
with a tailor inado gown or any walk- 
ing costumo. Tho fancy pompadour 
silks aro mado up into oxcoodingly 
dainty parasols. They nro oxtremely 
roasonablo in prico, oonsidoring thoir 
boauty, and can bo bought as low as if 6. 
Indeed all parasols aro ruuoh ohoaper 
this season. 

Tho chiffon paraaols aro vory much 
liko thoso of last yoar. Tho same full 
amount of tho stuff isgathorod in at tho 
top with a big bow of ribbon, and the 
ruffles aro plain or figured, just as ono 
desiros. For wash gowns and dainty 
olaborato summer costumes theso ohiffon 
parasols aro docidodly tho thing. The 
pink ones aro oxtromoly bocoming, but

what pink parasol is not bocoming? And 
if women would only understand how 
much depends on the color of tho para- 
sol thoy carry thoy would spond much 
more timo choosing a becoming shade 
for thoir complexion than thoy would 
over tho handle or tho fabric itself. Palo 
bluo, for instanco, is anything but an 
enlivening color, and vory few skins 
look woll when seen through a bluo 
light. Cortain shades of rod aro also 
very bad, but pink and yollow and oven 
whito do not possess tho disagreeable 
characteristics of those alroady men- 
tioned. 

Tho handle of a parasol is always a 
large subject. So much individual taste 
is now used that many womon havo 
them mado to order. Tho Dresden han- 
dles soeni very appropriato with the 
dainty light colors. Thoy woar woll and 
havo tho advantage ovor metal in that 
thoy do not tarnish, nor do thoy soil tho 
glovo. 

Tho handles aro of niodium length 
and not very largo. Tho effort now is to 
havo tho parasol as light as possible, so 
tho ribs and stick aro mado aftor tho 
latest invontion. Tho gilt and silver 
ribs look extremely smart, and tho fan- 
oy sticks aro in delightful contrast to 
tho old fashioned onos. 

Opinions differ as to tho numbor of 
parasols a woman noods in her summer 
wardrobe Tho Now York Horald, 
which roports tho forogoing, says: Sho 
who is extravagant can find uso for sov- 
oral. Sho who is prudent contends that 
sho can get along with ono protty sun 
umbrolla, ono dark and ono vory light 
parasol, while she who is vory ooonom- 
ical proudly states that a fancy sun um- 
brolla will onablo her to avoid sunstroke 
all throngh tho hoatod term. 



A Delicate Custard Fritter. 

A custard fritter is very dolicato. 
Moasuro out a oup of milk, add it to 
half a cup of Hour, pouring tho milk 
ovor it vory gradually to niako-a smooth 
batter. Then add a well boatou ogg and 
cook tho batter in a double boiler for 20 
minutes. At tho end of this timo add 2 
yolks of oggs, a pinch of salt and a ta- 
blespoonfisl of sugar. Lot tho rnixturo 
boil up over *ho stovo for a minute or 
, two longer, boating it carofully to thor- 
i oughly mix it. Pour it into a long 
greasod pan of propor sizo to spread it 
to tho depth of one inch. Lot it bocomo 
thoroughly chilled. It is just as woll to 
stand ovor night. Tho next day out it in 
long pieces, about 3 inchos by 8. Dip it 
in beaten egg, thon in fino bread crumbs, 
handling it very gontly, as it is soft. 
Fry it in hot fat until it is a dolicato 
goldou brown and sorvo at onoo.

Ogiivin'a Hungarians wero the last) 
to advance, but they too are now quoted 
twenty-five acuta higher, being now Hated 
by tho retailers at §5 65. Smoked meats 
havo also advunood in the wholoealo quota- 
tions a quarter of a cent per pound, though 
the prices to the coutumur remain ai before. 
Thero has as yet been no further advance in 
sugar, though tho majority of dealers have 
bought for an immediate rise and look for 
its coming daily. The market for raw sugar 
la atrong and advancing, and this with the 
prospective tariff ohange in this direction 
should induce tho provident housekeepers to 
lay in stocks without dolay. In fruits the 
fresh artlalu Is crowding the staples to the 
wall as a mutter cf aourse. Cherries are 
fairly plentiful at twenty-five to forty, and 
strawberries aell freely at fifteen oents a box, 
though of decidedly infe rior quality. The 
orange seaaon la practically over, tho navels 
are exhaust od and Mediterranean sweets and 
blooda are replacing them in tho fruiterers' 
stocks. Spring vegetables are In good tup- 
ply at moderate prices, and home products 
are more than usually oonapicuoua. Ap-

WHY THAT FAILURE? 



Reaaons For tlio Nonsnccean of Piano; PU«( 
pllB, Slngors and Music Teachers". 

That pupil had bottor talout than tho 
average. Ho took lessons since ho was 
sovou yoars old and of good teaoheri 
His piano was ono of tho best, and his 
parents wore caroful to have it in good 
tuna and order. Providouco and parents, 
fortune, and teachers did exceptionally 
wall for him. What is tho cause of his 
being but a poor player? That boy had 
everything in the way of talont and op- 
portunity. Tho arch would not stand 
alone; tho boy oould not play. Tho ono 
lackod a koystone; tho other Inoked a 
method of application. Who -was to 
blamo for his want of success? Horo is 
tho answer as given in The Homo Mu- 
Bic Journal: 

First, tho boy himself; second, his 
parents, for not requiring him to make 
something of his talents and opportuni- 
ty and for not helping him to practice 
by sotting apart regular hours for it and 
Baoredly holding them for him and him 
to them; third, his teachers should have 
demanded this regular practice of his 
parents. 

She had a beautiful voico, which was 
finely cultivated. Sho had a ploasing 
presonco and a magnetio influence over 
hor audience. Sho sang with soulful 
expression, yot sho seldom remained iu 
any choir hor full year. What was 
wrong? Tho authority quotod roplios: 

Sho was dictatorial and solf impor- 
tant.

Sho was 
unpleasant whon othor singers had solos.

Sho was frequently away from 
hor church and was caroful to send an 
inforior substitute — in short, sho was 
au oxamplo of "solflshness dofoating it- 
self."

Ho had as good au 
education, both literary and musical, 
as money could buy.

Iu short, whon ho finally bocaine a di- 
rector ho kopt up his old ways — not on 
time, a lack of method, making an ex- 
ception of himsolf, disturbing the gov- 
ernment and order of tho school for tho 
sako of having his own way until his 
room was worth moro than his presence.

Havo your glovo to fit but not cramp 
tho hand. Choap gloves aronovor a bar- 
gain. Gloves noed not match a oostumo 
but must harmonize with it. Havo your 
glovos opouod, not strotohod, and pow- 
dered whon buying thorn. Romovo thorn 
by turning them wrong sido out a,ad do 
not strotoh thorn out of shapo by pull- 
ing at tho fiugor tips. Romombor that 
as you first put on now gloves so thoy 
will bo shapod. Tako timo to put thorn, 
on gontly and soo that oach flngor is oni 
straight. Pull thorn into shapo and lay' 
away smoothly if you wish thorn to look 
■well as long aa thoy last.

BOARD OP ALDEHMBN. 

Aid. Macmlllar/s Motion to Amend the 
Revenue By-Law Laid Over 
for a Year. 

Dominion Government Will Be Asked 
to Assume the Charge of 
the Lazaretto. 

A resolution having for its object the 
abatement of tbe amoke nulsanco was 
brought up at the adjourned meeting of the 
city council laat night by Aid. WilliamB, 
Ho moved thob the olty olerk be inatruotod 
to got ull possible information as to the cost 
of Boot and emoko consumers, with a view 
of Introducing thoir uso in tho city. This 
motion waa explained and ita necessity em 
phaBi/.-jd by tho movor, and waa opposed as 
impracticable by Aid. Humphrey, who 
thought that tho oity clerk's time was fully 
occupied without writing for information of 
valuo ouly to certain private individuals 
Aid. Hall took exception to Aid. Hum 
phrey'd statement that the council could not 
lake compulsory action in the smoko nul- 
sanco matter. The motion on being pub, to 
a vote was lost, only Aid. WilliamB, Bragg 
and Partridge supporting it. 

Ai.i>. Williams then brought) forward his 
motion for the oity clerk to write to the 
Dominion government with a view to the 
city getting the amount duo ib for the ex- 
penditure on Daroey Island lazaretto. By 
the mover's consent tho roaolution waB 
amended to ask the Dominion government 
to take over the whole support of tho 
laz»retto, ond aarried unanimously. 

Ald. Williams next movod thab the olty 
engineer be instructed to suggest a moons 
whereby the matorial from the dredging 
operations now going on In James bay may 
be utilizsd to assist in tho reclamation of 
the mud flita. This resolution was adopted 
after a brief debate as to the financing of 
the work of improvement Buggested. 

Aid. Macmillan's by-law to amend tho 
rovenue by law by Btrlking out sections 9 
to 20, rolating to tradeB licenses, came up for 
second reading. 

Ald. Humphrey while of opinion that 
some ohange should bo made in tho trades 
licenses, thought ib was a subjecb that 
should properly oomo up before the esti- 
mates. Therefore ho moved to lay the 
matter over for this year. Aid. Williams 
seconded a motion in thla direction, but 

Ald. Cameron wanted a vote taken on 
the by-law ; ho was in favor of ib, and 
wanted to go on record as such. 

Ald. Hall wantod to know how tho 
revenue loab by the proposed by-law would 
be made up. 

Thereupon Aid. Macmillan again ex 
plained how he favored a frontage tax on 
water pipes to make up for the trades 
licenses done away with. 

The motion of Aid. Humphrey waa 
carried, Aid. Macmillan and Cameron vob 
ing against ib. 

Ald. Macmillan moved thab Coughlon 
& Mayo be communicated with, with a view 
of carrying out tho suggestion of the 
Supreme court for a settlement by arbitro 
tion. 

Ald. Humphrey wished to save 
the oity the coatB of an arbl 
tration and moved In amendment : 
" Thab the city engineer be required to fur. 
nish a statement of the actual cost of the 
work exeouted upon a cublo yard basis 
and the amount of a usual and fair profit 
to a contractor for such work, with a view 
of offering withous prejudice tho total of 
such amounts to tho contractors in settle- 
ment of their claims ; and if no settlement 
can be arrived at on this basis that then 
Aid. Macmillan's motion bo carried oub." 

Ald. Macmillan was not averse to the 
amendment, which carried, Aid. WilliamB, 
Bragg and Cameron voting against it. 

Tho meeting then adjourned. 

AhD. Williams haa given notico to move 
ab tho next council mooting : " That as no 
provision is mado in tho estimates for tho 
payment of an assistant engineer, ond 
ob tho city is now paying tor tho services of 
two enginoors and an assistant, that tho 
services of tho assistant be dieponsod with, 
but that Mr. Wilmot'a servioeB be retained 
for tho present ab a more economical figure 
aa por estimates." 

A special meeting of tho oity council. hus 
been cilled for Friday evening. 

A petition was yesterday sent in by resi- 
dents of Robs Bay protesting against tho 
city blocking up tho road at tho ond of the 
cemotery by tho extension of the fonce. 

Lieut -Col. Joshua Wright, of tho 
Forty-third Battalion, Ottawa, and Capt. 
Garland, late of tho Ninety sixth Battalion, 
Port Arthur, are in Victoria on buaineaa in 
connection with hydraullo mining opera- 
tions on the FraBor, of which they have tho 
supervision. They roproBent an Eastern 
syndiaato, who havo been attracted to Brit- 
ish Columbia by tho reports of rioh terri- 
tory hore, and who propoBo to commence 
what may prove oxtonsivo operations by 
practical tests under tho personal super- 
vision of gentlcmon like thoso, whose ex- 
perience will bo the boat possible test. They 
aro Btaying at the Oriental, and loave to 
morrow morning for tho Mainland. 



KeT ,/ort8 of the Officers Show Substan- 
tial Growth and Steady Progress 
in British Columbia. 

The convention < f the Christian Endeavor 
societies was formally opened yeBtorday 
morning at 7 o'olook with a praise and 
prayer servioe led by Rev. A. B. Win- 
chester, Ab 9:30 there was a responsive 
Bible reading with Bontonoe prayers for the 
convention. Rov. Dr. Campbell then took 
the ohair and introduood Rov. Dr. Clark, 
preeidonb of the United Society of Christian 
Endeavor, who said : 

" I did not expeob to bs called upon this 
time, bub am glad to respond to tho very 
kind welcomo you have given me. This ia 
my seoond visib to tho province and I am 
glad to note the dooidod advanoo thab has 
beon mode In Endeavor work sinoe my first 
visit. I feel quite at homo on this sldo of 
tbe linn, for 1 woa born under the samo flag 
you were. I congratulate you on the growth 
of tho laat few yeara. Tho r.auao we love ie 
flourishing in all landB. In tho Uolted 
Kingdom lately I found an nnusual enlhuai- 
oam,bubof all this I will speak later. 1 
will only say this in closing, may God bless 
you and your convention." 

The following committees were then op- 
pointed : B'jBineBs — C. Milno, W. Wilson, 

E. P. Fewstor, A. Davidson and S. A. Muir ; 
Resolutions— W. T. Cooksley, D. D. Birka, 

F. W. Davey, A. Fruser and H. M. Lloyd. 
Interesting roports were prosontod from 

tho various societies in the provinoe, all 
showing thab good work was being done. 
The JapaneBO society in Vancouver pre- 
sented a reporb full of interest. Eighty of 
their numbor have beon oonvorted during 
tho past year and a number of their young 
men have been aenb out os proaohera to their 
oountrymen in Victoria, Union and on the 
Frasor river. 

Tho next item on tho programme was an 
open parliament in tho work of tho Lookout 
committee, which was conduated by Mr. G. 
Davidson of Vanoouver, who brought up a 
numbor of valuoblo suggestions regarding 
this special phase of the work. Various 
members of the oonvention also book parb in 
the discussion that followed. 

The first paper of tho uftornoon was read 
by MIbs Dunnington, tho subjecb being, 
" New Members : How to Secure and Ro- 
celvo Them." A number of practical and 
valuable points were brought out and a dis- 
cussion followed. 

Rev. Dr. Reid oddrossod the mooting 
on " Our Field," using the two parables of 
"•The Sower " and " Tho Tores," drawing a 
numbor of valuable lossons from them. 

At 3:15 the various officials of tho Provin- 
cial Union presented their yearly reports. 
That of the Beorotary, Mr. J. A, Mcintosh, 
road as followe: 

" As this ia really the first year in the 
history of the Provincial Union we hove but 
little to report 3n tho line of definite work. 
The main effort of tho executive has been 
concentrated on the arrangement for this 
convention. By a strange oversight no 
minutes were taken at the Vancouver con- 
vention, hence tho executive had nothing 
whatever to guide them In their work. Mr. 
W. F. Gold waB obliged to resign as presi- 
dent of the Provincial Union last September 
on acoounb of leaving the oity. An effort 
wftB mode to secure a complete statiaticol 
record of the sooietiea In the province ; 
the majority responded, with the follow- 
ing result : Number of senior societies, 
24 ; aotive membership, 590 ; asaooioto mem- 
bership, 387 : junior societies, 6 ; with an 
active membership of 201, and an asaooioto 
membership of 17.
